SOME THOUGHTS ON EDUCATIONAL Assis [ANCE PROGRAMS. 


We hear, from tine to time, reports that members of QCHA have indicated that the cost of a college 
education is so very high that scholarships of $500 - $750 - $1000 are just to “piddling” to be sig- 
nificant and that therefore the SILENT KEY MEMORIAL PROGRAM can have no impact in educational assis- 
tance, and is not worthy of support. 


1 wish to coment on those reported resarks. About a year ago I had the pleasure of pri 
4 small scholarship (from a different organization) to a young man here in Texas, — The scholarship 
was only $500, During the short presentation cerenony I, without thinking, made reference to the 
Size of the avard, stating that since a years tuition could easily runt to'$3 or 4 thousand dollars, 
that the $500 wouldn't help ax much as we would like, Sow, this award was made in a snail town, and 
that being the case, the event was considered nexsworthy by the local newspaper, who sent their only 
Teporter/photographer to cover the event. When the presentation ceremonies were over, the young re- 
porter came up and asked if he could talk tome a monent. Going to a comer of the room, he pro- 
Eeded to set my thinking right. His remarks were with respect to his experiences with saall scholar- 
Ships. Just two years before, he had heen a graduate of the University of Texas School of Journal- 

Isa, He said that a scholarship program was something to be proud of, regardless of the size of the 
grants, That in his personal experience a single grant of $500, made in his junior year, gave hin 
the reiief and inpetus to go on to complete his undergraduate work, We had received other assistance 
With tuition and wax supporting himself by working at an outside job and was orking in a cafeteria 
For food. Over a period of several sonths he had accumulated sone debt and had been spending sore 
tine working than he should, which caused a serious grade problem. He was pretty discouraged t feel— 
ing that he would never get his head above water again when, in miraculous fashion, he was notified 
that he had been awarded a $500 grant-in-aid, which had become available upon another student with= 
Grawing from the University. The young san said he was able to pay off his debts and to obtain sone 
heeded supplies, and with the balance was able to reduce his work-load enough to permit study time to 
Improve his scholastic standing. To sum up, he stated that any amount, from $100 up, could be ver) 
critical to a student in any University and that grants-in-aid or scholarships, regardiess of thei 
fnonetaty amount, have helped many students complete their work who ight otherwise not have been able 
to make it through. 

The story above is true,...Reneaber, QOWA Scholarships are not given to provide an education to any 

one. They are given to provide assistance and a bit of encouragenent to help a student educate hin- 
Self, ‘This help can be critical and often has been. A $10,000 car will not make it down the road 
Very far if it lacks a $75 tire.....similarly, three years of hard work can go by the board when one 
is completely overwhelmed and discouraged, QCKA as well as most of those who sponsor our educational 
assistance prograns cannot and do not offer to pay for a students* education --- we do offer to pive
